Washington—M>)—A plea for more 


art and beauty in the daily life of the 
American people In order that their 
"Moral standards" might be raised 
was made here Wednesday by Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 


"It Is especially the practical side 


of art that requires more emphasis," 
Mr. Coolidge said in an address open- 
ing a joint meeting of the American 
Federation of Arts and the American 
Association of Museums. 


"We need to put more effort into 


translating art into the daily life of 
the people," he added. "If we could 
surround ourselves with forms 
of 


beauty, the evil things of life would 
tend to disappear and our moral stan- 
dards would be raised. Through our 
contact with the beautiful 
we see 


more of the truth and are brought 
into closer contact with the infinite. 


"Through science and 
invention, 


gradually but surely, we are banishing 
the drudgery of existence and bring- 
ing into 
every 
avenue of living 


a touch of tho artistic. We are work 
ingr out the Ideal under which everj 
one will realize that they aro artists 
in their employment, in their rccrea 
tion and in their relations with one 
another." 


President Coolidge cited the Chicago 


World Fair of 1893 and the Washing 
ton plan commission created in 1901 
as two mighty influences in tho artis 
tic awakening of the United States 
The great development of museums 
was praised by him as affording in 
spiration for a revival of beauty in 
this country. 


A number of prominent educators 


were here to join with the authorities 
on art, science and history in an ef- 
fort to coordinate the museum 
re- 


sources of the country in the interests 
of education. 


This is the first time that such an 


organized effort toward coordination 
has been made, and the last day of.

THE SHANTUNG PROBLEM 


The conflictrietween the Japanese and 


Chinese Nationalists in':Snantung which 
has been much-ih the press dispatches th'c 
last few days'iVill not'aniount to much in 
actual warfare^ but. its. causes are-deep- 
seated _and are not likely-to be removed 
either by direct negotiations or by inter- 
vention, whether undertaken by the 
League of Nations or the United States; 
It would be a particularly futile under- 
taking for the president of this country 
to offer his services as mediator because 
Japaii knows that we are committed to a 
policy of tiptHexploitation of China 
by 


other powers. 


Chinese grievances iii Shantung date 


back to 1897 when Germany, under pre- 
text .of securing reparation for the mur- 
der of two missionaries forced the leasing 
to it of the district, of JC-iaocliau for nine- 
ty-nine years, together 'with''the right to 
construct a railway from -Kiaochait and 
Tsinan-Fu to the boundary, of the prov- 
ince, and a s'ecoiid line from Kia&'chau to 
,xChin-Chau. The Gerhiaiis were also au- 
thorized to hold and develop- mining 
property on both sides 'of-.th.ejr railways. 
The faiirpad to Tsihan-fu is iifiportant 
because it connects at that'pointwith-the 
railway to Tientsin and :PekTng. Conces- 
sions, are valuable, the plains and) valleys 
of Shantung being fertile and there are.

That's why, Lewis 
writes about 'em; He like sto hold up 
to scorn the kind of person who; he 
postulates, lives on Main Street. This 
time he has combined in his Main 
Street symbolism a person .in a vcrj 
high place, no less a person than the 
President o^ the United'States, with 
the Main Street dweller. He calls his 
book "The Man Who Knew Coolidge.' 


Coolidge of course is merely in the 


book by implication, but it'is easy to 
deduct from the title what 
Lewis 


thinks of the President. He regards 
him as the symbol of all .that is dull 
and stodgy and Rotarian — the very 
king of the American Babbits, 


But that is only an implication of 


the book. The man -who, knew Coo- 
lidge is the real character. He is held 
up to scorn through • page after page 
in a way that is now entirely famil- 
iar to the "reading'public.' It is hardly 
necessary to read the book to learn 
what is 'in it. Lewis can be depended 
upon to keep the man's empty head 
up before the readers' eyes on every 
page. 
: 


Commenting on the book, some one 


suggested that.it is time for Lewis to 
turn his attention to characters who 
really have something inside their 
skulls. The critic suggested that great 
the power of Lewis' satire is he is 
limiting it by expending it on people 
who*Uo not count. Let him work on 
material that is rich and deep and he 
will enrich and deepen his art, the 
writer said. If he continues to work 
with empty skulls he is confined to 
material that is not capable of deep 
treatment- 


It seems to me that comment is 


peculiarly inept. It does not follew at 
all that a writer cannot be deep and 
rich in his art wile writing, about 
fools, if one is to be a satirist, it is 
almost inevitable that he shall devote 
most of his attention to fools. Dean 
Swift did not as a rule write about 
deep and rich natures; for the most 
part he dealt with fools, even when 
he made the whole human race a 
character in his story. He portrayed 
the race as a gigantic composite fool, 
a person with so little in his cranium 
that even a horse was intelligent by- 
comparison. 


But that did not prevent Swift from 


saying a great many deep and search- 
ing- things about the human race and 
about the individual fools he expend- 
ed his art upon. A writer can take as 
trivial a subject as he pleases xnd can 
make it mean something: deep and 
true for all the world and for all time. 


The'subject is not of first, importance. 
What counts • is What is -in the mind; 
of.the writer. If he has a mind-that- 
is- shallow the-richest subject" will not

so these six states 


control what motorists can have in 
the other 42 states. 


The states are Connecticut, Indiana, 


Nevada, New Jersey, Xew York and 
Pennsylvania. 


Tet automotive engineers say condi- 


tions 'have changed since these laws 
went into effect. Where formerly the 
2l-candlepower' lamp threw a bother- 
some and dangerous glare Into the 
eyes of approaching motorists. lamps 
with 32 candlepower bulbs today can 
be designed without endangering oth- 
ers, 
HIGHER POWER ».FOUND SAFER 
In fact, improvements made with 


If-nses and reflectors at the General 
Motors Research Laboratories, the IT. 
S Bureau of Standards and other lab- 
oratories make the use of higher-pow- 
ered lights safer and more convenient. 
This development has been approved 
by the Illuminating Engineering So- 
ciety and the Society of Automotive 
Engineers. 


In a report to the former society, a 


special motor vehicle lighting com- 
mittee sums up the matter of head- 
lighting as follows: 


"It was the usual practice in head- 


lamp design to provide a beam fifteen 
to twenty degrees wide and four to 
five degrees deep. Under these con- 
ditions, the twenty-one 
candlepower 


lamp served- very well. 
The trend, 


however{' has 
been 
toward greater 


rood -coverage until today the -usual 
beam Is from thirty to forty degrees 
v.-ide and from six to eight degrees 
degrees deep" 


"In illuminating this very material- 


ly greater road area, the amount of 
light flux available per unit area has 
been reduced to such an extent that 
at is now generally agreed that fur- 
ther progress along this line cannot 
be expected 
until the 
candlepower 


limit is materially increased. 


"One 
generally recognized deficien- 


cy in modern headlamp beams is that 
the high 
intensity just below 
the 


headlamp level, which is necessary for 
revealing objects well down the road, 
serves very well on straight roads but 
does not extend,far enough to the 
sides 
to perform 
satisfactorily on 


curves. 
Greater width in this zone 


involves an undesirable sacrifice in 
range: 


"The logical solution for future de- 


sign is to Increase the 'quantity of 
light flux by using a source of higher 
' candlepower. If the limit were in- 


creased from 21 to 32 candlepower, it 
would take care of'the immediate-sit- 
uation without overloading the elec- 
trical equipment." 


JR. N". Falge, head of the lighting 


section at the General Motors Re- 
search Laboratories, points out that 
the Hoover 
Uniform Vehicle 
Code, 


which was adopted by the National 
Conference on Street and Highway 
Safety in 1926 and which has since 
been incorporated in-part or in full 
in many of the state laws, establishes 
no limits on bulb candlepower. 


"There is no good reason why head- 


lamps designed for 32 candlepower 
bulbs need glare any more than those 
designed for 21 candlepower." says 
Falge.

"It makes very little difference whe- 


ther the direct light which reaches 
his eyes from the bulb itself is 21 
candlepower or 32 candlepower.

glare which blinds us on the road Is 
many times greater than SOO candle- 
power. 


"On the other hand, at least 10,000 


candl ..lower is needed to show up ob- 
jects on the road a safe distance 
ahead. When headlamps are adjust- 
ed properly this extremely high can- 
illcpower is aimed below tho eyes of 
other drivers 'where It docs not glare. 


"Dangerous glare comes from bad- 


ly adjusted headlamps when the glar-
